NOTHING IS TOO QUEER. 


To Be Placed In the Distsnded Ear 
Lobes of a Masai Belle. 


Among certain tribes in British East 
Africa an enormously distended ear 
‘is one of the surest signs of beauty 
and ultra-refinement. A belle who 
really wants to lead her “‘set’’ spares 
herself neither’ pain nor inconveni- 
ence to achieve the sort of ear which 
fashion dictates. One of the favorite 
methods employed is to pierce the 
lobe of the ear and insert a small 
wedge made of wood. Gradually this 
hole is enlarged by the introduction of 
thicker pieces of wood, until it is large 
enough to receive a_ stone with a 
groove running round it. These stones 
vary in size, but the ultimate result js 


rounded, cord-like loop, which in the 


Masai women the full-sized ear is con- 
sidered to have been attained when 
the cutaneous ring on one side will 
meet its fellow over the crown of the 
head. 

When the lobe has been stretched 
to its utmost capacity it becomes the 
receptacle of many strange thinga, 
such as plugs of wood, rings of horn 
or of ebony; occasionally a can or & 
gallipot will be found in it. The wo- 
men wear a curious ear ring, as well 
as a necklace made of iron wire. 
These coils of iron wire resemble the 
firework known as a Catherine wheei. 

Woman’s ear rings are of great con- 
sequence, for no woma’an ventures to 
have them off during the husband's 
lifetime. Shoul@ she happen to take 
them off while doing her work she 
would, on the approach of her hus- 
band, run into the hut and resume 
them, so that he would not see her 
without them. If the husband went 
away from home she would not ven- 
ture to take her ear rings off fér fear 
other men should see her without 
them.

WINTER IN THE NORTH. 


Whalers In Hudson Bay Rely Upon 
the Eskimos. 


A season spent in the far_north has’ 
an attractive sound to many adventur- 
ous spirits and explorers or Hudson 
Bay whalers have no trouble in get- 
ting a crew. There is a certain amount 
of romance in the frozen north which 
will never die out. “A véssel staying 
a year at Hudson Bay goes into win- 
ter quarters in September and is not 
released until the following July, thus 
leaving two months in which to cruise 
for whales. The ten months in winter 
are well occupied. At the outset there 
is fresh water to get, the vessel has 
to be banked with snow and ice to 
keep the crew warm during the times 
when the mercury goes far down the 
tube and then there is the work of 


ing the winter. Lightering does not 
mean taking out the cargo, but owing 
to the accumulation of ice and snow 
on the vessel she gradually settles un 
til it become necessary to cut the ice 
from her and relieve the pressure or 
else she would be sunk. Cutting ice 
six feet thick and sometimes over is 
no easy job. 

In the spring before the .ice breaks 
the crew is engaged in floe whaling 
and this is the hardest kind of work, 
because the whale boats have to be 
dragged over the ice sometimes a con 
siderable distance to clear water. The 
boats have crude runners on them and 
the work is made lighter with dogs 
and sometimes sails when the wind js 
favorable, but the ice is not always 
frozen evenly, and hummocks and 
ridges have to be surmounted, making 
the approach to the districts for floe 
whaling a difficult one. 

The Hudson Bay natives“are very 
friendly with the whalemen and manv 
of them, from. the yearly visits of the 
Scotch and American crews, have 
learned to speak pretty fair English 
At one time the Eskimos <of both 
sexes dressed somewhat alike, but 
with the approach of civilization the 
feminine desire for the fashionable 
spoke out as strongly in the frozen 
north as anywhere and the women 
have recently adopted the dress skirt. 

The mind of the Hudson Bay woman 
runs to beads, and the sailor who car- 
ries a goodly supply of the cheapest | 
glass trinkets in his chest is sure to 
meet with a welcome reception.

“The object of the trip,”’ said Mr.

Alexander Gibson of Marysville, N.B., 


Father of Many Industries. 


The most interesting figure in the 
‘ndustrial life of New Brunswick is 
\lexander Gibson, who has just at- 
tained his ninetieth birthday, and is 
still able to walk about the streets of 
the town of Marysville, of which he 
was the founder. 

Many yeam ago, Mr. Gibson, after 
having arisen from the position of a 
young day laborer in a sawmill to that 
of the owner of a mill, disposed of the 


latter property and removed to the} 
<ite of the nresent town of Marysville, |

He also operated | 
a sawmill at: Blackville, on the Mira- | 
thichi, assisted in building a line of |

Mr. Gibson himself took no part in 
public life, but one of his sons was for |
